Decrease Possible in 


Cost of County Dam 


Bnsed upon the report of a survey 


made by Fred A. Noetali, one of the 
prominent engineers of the country, the 
Municipal league urges that the present 
projected location of the San Gabriel 
dam be abandoned and the dam con- 
structed at a point lower in the main 
canyon, near Pine canyon. 


This plan, the league maintains with 


Noetzli, would mean a saving of $10,- 
000,000 to the flood control program, 
•which entail* an outlay of $35,000,000 
under the present plans of Flood Con- 
trol Engineer ,T. W. Reagan. 


In his report to the league, a copy of 


which accompanied an opon letter to 
the board of supervisors, Xoetzli says 
that the report of Reagan to the board, 
under date of April 1, H)24, in which 
he urges the erection of a dam at the 
junction of the San Gabriel river and 
West Fork, with its aiToinpanying res- 
ervoir of 240,000 acre feet, is not sound 
engineering. 


A 
smaller reservoir, arcorrling 
to 


Nott/li, would provide full flood control 
and permit the almost, complete conser- 
vation of the waters discharged by the 
river. The selection of the Pine canyon 
site would be ivore favo.'able from ev- 
ery point of view, he maintains, the 
lower reservoir being P-i advantage as 
an equalizing basin in connection with 
the proposed Colorado river project. 


"The height of the dam and its cor- 


responding reservoir capacity at the 
branch of the West Fork were appar- 
ently fixed more nr less arbitrarily by 
the flood control engineer," Xoetzle 
says in his report. 


Under an investigation recently made, 


Noetzli states, a basis was Worked out 
providing for a seasonal conservation 
of 75,000 acre feet with 25,000 over- 
year storage at the proposed substitute 
site. This would allow a normal flow to 
pass through at all times to satisfy ex- 
isting rights to the water. 


In time of flood and after the require- 


ments of 75,000 aero feet of storage are 
satisfied, Noetzli suggests the flood 
waters could be discharged at the rate 
of 1000 cubic feet per second and be 
spread over the gravels of the San Ga- 
briel and adjoining basins to replace the 
ground supply. 


It is of interest that the estimated 


maximum discharge of the San Gabriel 
river was somewhat over 500,000 acre 
feet in the years 1883-84 and 1889-90," 
the report continues. "In 1898-90 the 
total runoff at the dam site was less 
than 10,000 acre feet. The maximum 
amount ever recorded was 40,000 second 
feet. 


"In 11 years of the 33-year record 


the reservoir we? have been practically 
empty. In 37 years, the .11 above in- 
cluded, the water never went above the 
150,000 acre feet mark. With an outlet 
works of 2000 second feet, capacity and 
suitable spreading grounds, practically 
all of the water could have been put 
underground.

The Border Patrol 


To everyone, except those connected with the immigration 


department, there was surprise in. the news that, "bootlegging" 
of aliens across the borders and into the United States has 
assumed the proportions of a gigantic and well-organizd busi- 
ness. It is claimed that this business is more profitable and 
more dangerous than the smuggling of liquor or narcotics. 


The other day Secretary Davis repeated before the American 


club of Buenos Aires a few of the things he said in his annual 
report. According to him, 135,000 aliens were smuggled into 
this country last year and in defiance of the immigration laws. 
Other officials say the illegal entries run from 100 to 1000 a 
day, and it is even claimed by some that for every immigrant 
who comes .into the country lawfully there is one who is 
sneaked over the border. 


Of course the smuggled immigrant is of the undesirable 


kind. Many come here to escape the consequences of the law 
in their home lands, while others, knowing they could never 
be passed in intelligence tests or on their record of behavior 
or health, pay large sums to the "bootleggers." The border 
states of New England arc bearing the brunt of the situation, 
from several points reports coming in that jails are full and 


that, unless relief is offered, the fight to stop the inflow must 


be abandoned. 


As Secretary Davis and Commissioner General W. W. Hus- 


band have presented the facts and made recommendations, the 
question may be said to be before Congress, where hope is being 
pinned on the newly organized border patrol. The immigration 
law which became effective last July provides $1,200,000 for 
protecting the Canadian and Mexican borders and authorizes 
the immigration officers to order the detention of men pretend- 
ing to be sailors on shore leave. A patrol force of 450 men is

The twentieth amendment to the constitution of the United 


States, which would give more abundant life to little children, 
follows in natural course the two which immediately preceded 
it—the nineteenth, which gave greater freedom to women; and 
the eighteenth, which gave release from the tyranny of strong, 
drink. To take children out of the factory and place them in 
the school, to take them away from all dangerous or harmful 
occupations—these are the main objectives of the twentieth 
amendment. To most of us such a proceeding would seem not ^ 
only wise and kind, but imperative. But, as has always been 
the case with social legislation, there has arisen opposition to 
the amendment—which has already been passed by Congress, 
and is now before the legislatures of the various states for 
ratification. 


It is held by its opponents that the amendment interferes 


with personal liberty—the rights of parents, the rights of em- 
ployers of labor. Nothing is said about the rights of the chil- 
dren themselves. It is said to be revolutionary—that it is "so- 
cialistic." This objection has been made to practically all social 
legislation affecting industry. 
Two child labor amendments 


passed by congress have already been declared unconstitutional. 
All that the present amendment asks for is the authority to 
enact legislation which shall not be thrown out of court on a 
technicality. Here is the text of the proposed amendment: 


"Section 1. 'The congress shall have power to limit, regu- 


late and prohibit the labor of persons under eighteen years 
of age. 


"Section 2. The power of the several states is unimpaired 


by this article except that the operation of state laws shall - 
be suspended to the extent necessary to give effect to legis- 
lation enacted by the congress." 
This does not mean that no child under 18 shall be allowed 


to go to work. Nor does it mean that no pai-ents shall be per- 
mitted to ask labor of their children in their own homes. It does 
mean, however, that if a certain kind of employment is bad for 
these children, such employment shall be regulated, limited or, 
in case of extreme danger, prohibited altogether. 
The character 


of each kind of employment will be considered separately—as, 
for example, work on farms, in the home and in the factory. 
It may safely be said that no specific legislation under this 
amendment could possibly pass congress which does not have 
the unqualified approval of the vast majority of the people in 
the United States. 
The proposed amendment is merely an 


"enabling act." It does not carry with it any specific legisla- 
tion. When such legislation is to be considered by congress, 
ample opportunity undoubtedly will be given for hearings and 
discussion before such legislation is enacted. 


It is not now a question of sending telegrams or letters to 


members of congress—our national legislative body has already 
approved the amendment—it is a matter of getting the legisla- 
tures to vote for ratification of the amendment.

it must be fired early if temperatures 
are falling rapidly in order that it may

They cannot be shut 
off readily and relighted during 
the 


night if there are fluctuations in tem- 
perature 'chat may warrant such pro- 
cedure to conserve fuel. 
The fuel is 


easy to store, but the- supply for an un- 
limited use of this heater does not seem 
to be in sight at the present time. 


Whatever the type of heater, experi- 


ence has shown that excepting under 
conditions made by the presence of pre- 
vailing air currents, the use of about 
one heater per tree gives the most sat- 
isfactory 
results. 
Reinforcements 


through on? or two rows of heaters on ' 
the outer side of the orchard at some 
distance from (?:c first row of trees 
should be provided on the 
windward 


side, in order that the outside rows may 
receive full protection. 
Where 
the 


heaters are grouped farther apart, the 
trees in between frequently suffer sev- 
erely and much fruit has been frozen 
in orchards thus poorly protected. 


FIBIMG TEMPEBATUEE VAEY 
No general set temperature can be 


cited as the proper one for firing time, 
because of the many factors, rate of 
temperature, fall humidity, wind, con- 
dition of trees, maturity of fruit, stage 
of bloom and so on, that enter into the 
situation. 
The Leffingwell Eanch near 


Whittier has shown through its inves- 
tigations that a much lower tempera- 
ture can be withstood in lemon orchards 
at times than is ordinarily supposed, 
but that these arc not average condi- 
tions that can be taken as the normal 
basis for operation. In a general way, 
30 degrees is accepted as the critical 
temperature for lemon bloom, 29 de- 
grees for small fruit and 27 degrees for 
mature fruit, while witft oranges, 28 to 
29 degrees is considered critical 
for 


green fruit and 26 to 27 for the mature 
fruit. 
The temperatures indicated are 


the mimimum safe ones firing being re 
sorted to in order to bring the temper 
ature back up to at least 32 or 33 de 
grees. 


Unless the temperature is falling rap 


idly every other heater may be lighted, 
leaving the others in reserve. On many 
nights this number id sufficient to main- 
tain a safe temperature. 
Careful and 


continuous watching must be made of 
the thermometer in determining 
tht. 


time and amount of firing, and no set 
formula or regulation can be given, for 


Bureau for acouacy should be relied 
upon. At least one instrument,; shel- 
tered from the sky by a thin. boaM, in 
[order to more ^accurately record air 
temperatures,' should be set in a ten- 
acre grove; there should preferably be 
two if there is a difference in slope and 
elevation in parts of the grove and one 
of these should bo in the coldest section. 
Another similar instrument placed out- 
side the grove beyond the influence of 
the heaters should be used for compar- 
ison in order to determine what results 
are being obtained. 
Constant 
watch 


should bo made r." the thermometers, 
in order that the heaters may be pro- 
perly regulated and that oil consump- 
tion may be kept to a minimum. 


The passage of a cloud or a sudden 


wind may raise the temperature, a cut- 
ting down of the draft, but such a rise 
is frequently but .temporary and may 
be followed by a short drop, hence un- 
less the sky becomes generally over- 
cast, or the wind gives evidence of last- 
ing for sometime, the cutting down or 
the putting out of heaters should bevt 
done with caution.

woven; its presence is a negligible fac- 
or. Where fruit has already partially 
rozon, the presence of smoke may de- 
ay the quick thawing when the sun's 
ays strike and reduce the injury some- 
what. 
Where thorough heating 
has 


>een done, however, such freezing is 
not likely to occur. 


The basis upon which orchard heat- 


ng in the Southland is done has been 
removed from the realm of uncertainty 
>y the highly developed frost forecast 
work of the United States Weathers*. 
Bureau, and particularly through the 
work of Floyd D. Young and his asso- 
;iates. Growers are now informed early 
n the evening as to the minimum that 
will be reached during the night. The 
methods developed in arriving at this 
rorecast and the other investigational 
work that has been carried on to elim- 
nate guess, uncertainty and unnecess- 
ary expense is a story in itself. The 
Weather Bureau has through this work 
made a signal contribution to the citrus 
industry. 


CO-OPEEATIVE PROTECTION 


Growers in the eastern portion of the 


San Gabriel valley have the services of 


cooperative organization for keeping 


track of the temperatures and for call- 
ing them when the danger 
point is 


reached. This organization, known as 
the Pomona Valley Protective Associa- 
tion, began its work about twelve years 
ago in Pomona to the end that grove 
owners who lived in town might keep 
in closer touch with the frost conditions. 
The work has been so successful, that, 
under the leadership of .J. E. Adamson, 
the service has been requested by great- 
er and greater areas so that it BOW 
reaches as far west as Covina, and al- 
most to the base of the mountains at 
Claremont.

plosion in using the mixture, or 
one richer in gasoline provided 
the 


torch is properly equipped with a tight 
circle of fine wire gauze soldered either 
across the large end of the torch tube 
or across the top of the fuel container. 
This will prevent any flame flaring back 
and igniting the fuel. Last year two 
deaths were reported to have 
been 


caused by torches, but such accidents 
!>re entirely unnecessary if proper pre- 
cautions are taken. 


In the firing of new equipment spee- 


'al care is required in order to get the 
heaters going in the quickest possible 
time. With tall stack heaters, until 
the interior becomes well sooted up, the 
flame tends to go out. The use of ex- 
celsior wicking in the down draft, and 
running the torch around the base of 
the stuck, pouring a ring of oil, facil- 
itate the start. The heaters should be 
burned with the drafts wide open for 
at least five minutes before these are 
cut down. Two men can work to ad- 
vantage, one lighting and the other fol- 
lowing up and regulating. In starting 
new low stack heaters, a small ball oJ 
excelsior placed in the stack on top o^ 
the oil will greatly facilitate 
firing 


Once started, economy in use demands 
careful adjustment of the draft and 
constant observation of the changes in 
temperature within the 
orchard 
as 


checked with a thermometer outside 
and beyond the influence of the heaters, 
the final adjustment being 
made 
to 


maintain as low a safe temperature as 
possible with a minimum consumption 
of oil. THEEMOMETEES VAEY 


Effective and profitable orchard heat- 


ing requires the use of accurate and 
thoroughly tested thermometers. 
At 


the present time the instruments used 
range from the ones given away at the 
corner grocery to the best type approv- 
ed by the Weather Bureau, with a cor- 
responding range in reliability. 
Even 


in fairly high-priced thermometers var- 
iation is often sufficient to cause a loss 
through freezing on one hand and from 
excessive consumption of oil on 
the 


other. 'A few growers even try to get 
along without a thermometer.
